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Seattle—The Wonder City of the West. 


To have missed seeing every section of the City of Seattle 
before departing is to have missed seeing the ‘“‘Wonder City of the 
West.” Built upon timbered hills, with three fresh water lakes 
within the city limits, with 2,000 acres of beautiful parks and miles 
and miles of wonderful boulevards, with a glorious sky-line of 
snow-capped mountains to the east and west, and the placid waters 
of the great inland sea of Puget Sound at its doorway, is a city 
that stands out as unique, fascinating and wholly charming. To 
the tourist who will want to see the city in all its unrivaled. beauty, 
the map and route outlined here should be followed. 
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Start any morning at Times Square, proceed north along 
Fourth Avenue to Denny Way and then to the left over Queen Anne 
Hill, taking in Queen Anne Boulevard, Kinnear Place, Olympic 
Place, following the Kinnear Park car line past Kinnear Park to 
Howe Street, west on Howe Street to Gilman Place, following it to 
Fifteenth Avenue West to the large Smith Cove terminals. This 
system of wharves is the largest in the world and is worthy the visit 
of every tourist. 

Return on Fifteenth Avenue to the diagonal viaduct that leads 
over to Magnolia Bluff and winds up along the hill. A splend’d 
view of Seattle’s waterfront and Elliott Bay and across to Alki is 
afforded from this point. As your car proceeds up the incline to the 
summit of the bluff there rises up the beautiful skyline of the 
Olympics. The view of Puget Sound, of Bainbridge Island and the 
Olympics is unrivaled. Follow the boulevard past dozens of beau- 
tiful homes in their artistic and scenic settings and on to Fort 
Lawton, an army post situated in an idyllic setting of evergreens 
and teeming with army life. 

Turn off the main road just outside Fort Lawton Reserva- 
tion and follow the gravel road to the Ballard Locks. These locks 
are the second largest locks on the American continent, and link 
two large, fresh water lakes with the sea. This is one of the most 
interesting sights in Seattle. Back from the locks the main road 
leads back to Fifteenth Avenue, and at the bridge follow the paved 
road to Fremont Bridge, then turn to the left and drive straight out 
to Woodland Park. This big, beautiful park, with its huge trees, its 
flowers and shrubbery, its zoo, tennis courts, ball park and auto 
camp grounds, is one of the popular and attractive parks of Seattle. 


On through the park the route leads one down to lovely Green 
Lake. Follow the boulevard completely around the lake, through 
the suburb of Green Lake to Ravenna Boulevard and across the 
boulevard to Cowen and Roosevelt Parks. And no matter how little 
time one has, a stop at this point should be made for a hurried walk 
through what is unquestionably one of Seattie’s loveliest places. The 
natural beauty of two parks, that are in reality one big park, with 
their immense cedars and firs, their ferns and flowers, and their 
cool, shady walks, has a real appeal to an Hasterner or Southerner. 

From these two parks the route goes on to Seventeenth Avenue 
Northeast, then south, through the heart of the University of Wash- 
ington district to Forty-fifth Street, where the campus proper begins. 
Then east to Twenty-first Avenue and south through the campus 
grounds to the huge Stadium. Then go back and cross the bridge 
over the waterway, which affords a fine view of Lake Union, to the 
end of the Broadway car line, and follow the car line to Miller 
Street, where Seattle’s unrivaled boulevard begins. Lake Washing- 
ton Boulevard should be followed to the first turn that leads up the 
hill to Volunteer Park, which is a different sort of a park, with its 
trim, formal landscape gardening and its perfect proportions and 
settings. A wonderful view of Seattle is offered from this point, and 
off to the east the Cascades loom up and to the west the grand 
Olympics and a splendid view of the Sound and harbor, in ever 
changing color and movement rests the eye of the tourist. 

After the visit to Volunteer Park, follow Hast Galer Street down 
to Crescent Drive and back to the Boulevard. The boulevard is 
joined again at Interlaken, one of Seattle’s most charming and 
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attractive residence districts. From Interlaken on to the end of 
Lake Washington Boulevard is miles of beauty and charm. Through 
Washington Park, Denny Blaine Park, Leschi Park, Frink Park and 
on around the lake shore to Seward Park. Seward Park is well 
worth a stop, for its evergreen and madrona trees, its alluring still- 
ness and coolness make it very attractive. 

From Seward Park the boulevard is followed back again~ to 
Lake Park Drive, where a left turn is taken into the Mount Baker 
Park district. This district is one of the show places of Seattle, 
with its wide paved streets floral gardens and fine residences. Out 
of the Mount Baker district, following the car line to Jackson Street, 
and down Jackson Street to Seattle’s Chinatown and on to Railroad 
Avenue and south past Seattle’s busy waterfront and manufacturing 
district to Spokane Street. Then west on Spokane Street past 
Harbor Island, a busy industrial section of the city. Past Harbor 
Island to Admiral Way and directly to Schmitz Park. Schmitz Park 
is a little bit of the forest primeval, tucked away at the ocean side, 
and is a cool, delightful place. Alki Point, the municipal salt water 
bathing beach, is a popular place during summer weather. 

Returning from Alki one should drive along the street that 
skirts the water front, past the long row of summer cottages, and 
back again to Admiral Way, returning to the heart of the city to 
Pioneer Square. 

The trip outlined is over sixty miles long and can be made 
easily in three and one-half hours.

BREMERTON AND THE PUGET SOUND NAVY YARD 


Every tourist should visit the Puget Sound Navy Yard at 
Bremerton. Passing under the guns of Fort Worden the boat 
passes through beautiful Port Orchard Bay. The trip affords a 
fine view of the snow-capped Olympic Mountains. Steamers on the 
Navy Yard Route make eight daily trips. ; 


UP HOOD CANAL. 


A narrow fjord extending more than forty miles along the 
foothills of the Olympics. The Hood Canal trip is one of the most 
interesting of all Western boat trips. Many fine summer resorts 
are found along its shores. Special excursions are frequently given 
to Hood Canal. 


PORT TOWNSEND AND THE FORTS

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General Information for Auto Tourists. 


MOUNT RAINIER—No tourist coming to the Pacific North- 
west should miss visiting Mount Rainier. It is 110 miles from Se- 
attle, and is reached via Tacoma, Spanaway, La Grande, Ashford 
and to the park entrance. Motorists from Seattle have an optional 
route via Sumner, Orting, Kapowsin and Eatonville. A saving of 
fifteen miles can be made via this route. Round trip can be made 
in one day, if time is limited. 

VANCOUVER, B. C.—The metropolis of British Columbia. 
There are many things of interest in Vancouver—a trip there is 
really worth while. Reached via the main Pacific Highway, most 
of which is paved. One passes through one of the finest sections 
of Washington. Also reached from Seattle by boat. 

VICTORIA, V. I.—A typical English city, where the seat of 
government is located. Parliament buildings, fine hotels, wonderful 
parks and residences are features of Victoria.

YAKIMA, WASH.—167 miles from Seattle, via the Sunset 
Highway. Yakima is the most prominent city in the great fruit 
pelt of Washington. Finely developed city and the surrounding 
country is a paradise of blossoms during the early spring season 
when fruit trees are in bloom. There is a great Indian reservation 
adjoining and Yakima draws trade from a large territory known 
as the Yakima Valley.

Spokane is the largest city in Eastern Washington and 
is the center of a large wheat, fruit and mining district. There 
are several routes to Spokane from Seattle, the principal one being 
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over the Sunset Highway past Snoqualmie Falls, through Ellen 
burg, Yakima, Prosser, etc. Alternate route passes over the Blewett 
Pass to Wenatchee, through Waterville, Coulee City, Davenport and 
into Spokane. Still another route from Hllensburg to Vantage 
Ferry, Quincey, Wilson Creek, Harrington and into Spokane. 

OLYMPIA—The state capital is located at Olympia. The drive 
from Seattle south through Tacoma to Olympia is one of the fea- 
tures of the West. Fine paved highways pass through a country 
of much scenic beauty. Olympia is seventy-three miles from Seattle. 

TACOMA—CITY OF DESTINY—Forty-one miles from Seattle. 
Tacoma is a city of more than 100,000 population and has large 
shipping and manufacturing interests. There are many worth-while 
trips to be made from Tacoma. A short distance from Tacoma is 
Camp Lewis, a great permanent army cantonment where the famous 
91st (Wild West) Division was trained for the heroic work in 
France. 

WENATCHEE AND LAKE CHELAN—Wenatchee is one of the 
well-known fruit cities of Washington. It is ideally located on the 
Columbia River and serves a large territory to the north and east. 
Famous among the lakes and resorts of that section of the state is 
Lake Chelan, one of the wonder water bodies of the West.

Rules for Preventing Forest Fires. 


1—MA'TCHES—Be sure your match is out. Put it in your pocket o1 
break it in two before throwing it away. Make this a habit. 

2—TOBACCO—Throw pipe ashes and cigar or cigarette stubs in the 
dust of the road, and stamp or pinch out the fire before leaving them. 
Do not throw them into brush, leaves or needles. 

3—LOCATION OF CAMP—Select a spot as free as possible from inflam- 
mable material, sheltered from the wind, and near accessible water. 

4—CAMP FIRES—Never build a camp fire against a tree or log, in leat 
mold, or in rotten wood. Build all fires away from overhanging 
branches and on dirt or rock foundation. Dig out all rotten wood 
or leaf mold from the fire pit, and scrape away all inflammable ma- 
terial within a radius of from 3 to 5 feet. Make sure the fire cannot 
spread on or under the ground or up the moss or bark of a tree while 
you are in camp, and that it is going to be easy to put out when you 
are ready to leave. 

5—LEAVING CAMP—Never leave a camp fire, even for a short time. 
without completely extinguishing every spark with water or fresh 
dirt free from moss and leaf mold. Do not throw charred cross-logs 
or pieces of wood to one side where a smoldering spark might catch. 
It is well to soak thoroughly all embers and charred pieces of wood 
and then cover them over with dirt. Feel around the outer edge of 
the fire pit to make sure no fire is smoldering in charred roots or 
leaf mold. Hundreds of fires escape each year after campers have 
thought they were extinguished. 

6—TRY TO PUT OUT ANY FIRE THAT YOU FIND—If you cannot put 
it out, get word to the nearest forest officers as quickly as you can. 
Every minute saved in reaching the fire is of vital importance. 

7—HELP ENFORCE THE FIRE LAWS—They were made to protect 
your interests.

The Forest Service 
has laid out a camp ground with 
flush toilets and running water. 38 
miles from Ellensburg. 

WHITE RIVER CAMP—At the 
northeast corner of Rainier Na- 
tional Park. A fully equipped camp 
grounds. To reach the White 
River camp drive through Auburn, 
Enumclaw and follow the White 
River road. 

GREEN WATER CAMP—An ex- 
cellent public camping ground on 
the way to the White River camp.

Al] 
the territory west of the north and 
south line running just west of 
Lake Crescent is closed to camp- 
ing except on a few specially 
prepared camping grounds. and 
then only under special permit. No 
smoking is allowed only in build- 
ings and on the specially prepared 
camp grounds. All persons going 
into this area are required to reg- 
ister and must secure a permit. 

LAKE QUINAULT—At the west- 
ern foothills of the Olympics. Falls 
Creek tourist camp equipped with 
sanitary conveniences has been 
prepared by the Forest Service 
and Grays Harbor County. Quin- 
ault Lake is the southwest ter- 
minus of the Olympic Highway. 
Reached by the highway through 
Olympia, Aberdeen and Hoquiam. 
Just before reaching Copalis take 
the road to the right, 31 miles 
north to Lake Quinault. Good 
gravel road. 

LAKE CUSHMAN—Located near 
the lower end of Hood Canal.

Ten miles through Wonderland, ten miles of perfect road that 
clings to the steep side of a wooded, rocky mountain, ten miles of 
driving through a combination of the Thousand Isles, the Hudson 
River and the Columbia Highway—-that is the justly famous Chuck- 


anut Drive, that starts fifteen miles from Bellingham and hugs the 
shore of beautiful Samish Bay. 


All but two miles of this ten-mile wonder drive is paved. The 
road follows closely the shore line, winding in and out with the little 
bays and indentations of Samish Bay, round sharp curves with hair- 
pin turns, mounting upward at times with the sea almost directly 
below one. And ever there is to the left the tiny island, wooded or 
rocky, dim and mysterious on a warm day in their shrouding purple 
haze, vivid, green and charming on a cool day or in the early morn- 
ing, with the rippling water of Samish Bay in the foreground and, 
away off to the west, the glorious skyline of the snow-capped Olym- 
pics.

If there is a desire for a motor trip that is different from any- 
thing you have ever taken, if you wish to ride through a country 
where sylvan glades and wooded hillsides vie with mirror-like lakes 
rippling and, gleaming in the sunlight, if you would choose the 
perfect ®ut-of-doors ride, do not miss a trip to beautiful Lake 
Crescent. Nothing has been left undone to make this trip the most 
soul-.atisfying trip in the whole Puget Sound country. There is an 
irresistible freedom in the irregular outlines of Hood Canal, in the 


jumble of craggy places, and as one speeds along over splendid high- 
ways that twist and turn, through never-ending maze of mountain- 
surrounded beauty, a feeling of supreme contentment is experienced. 


Lake Crescent is noted for its wonderful fishing. Lake trout, 
Crescenti and Beardslee trout abound in this wonderful lake and 
many fine catches are made at most seasons of the year. There are 
a number of fine summer resorts along the shore of the lake and 
the traveler is always assured of comfortable quarters. Singer’s 
Lake Crescent Tavern, Rosemary and Ovington’s are among the 
prominent resorts that cater to a seiect tourist business. 


From Lake Crescent the run to the ocean is an easy and de- 
lightful one. The main highway takes one’ to Mora, a short dis- 
tance from the ocean. 
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Mount Adams and Mount Baker. 


Visitors to the Pacific Northwest as well as those of us who 
claim Washington as our home, should visit the wonderlands that 
surround Mount Adams and Mount Baker, two of the majestic 
peaks of the West. The approach to both of these mountains 
furnish delightful motor trips, while the balance of the journey 
can be made over trails and by pack horses. 

Mount Adams, 12,307 feet high, is one of the outstanding 
topographic features of Southern Washington. Mount Adams, on 
the Washington side, and Mount Hood, on the Oregon side, form 
the gate posts of the Columbia Gorge region. To reach Mount 
Adams the motorists should leave the Evergreen Highway at 
Underwood, near White Salmon. If one is travelling the Columbia 
Highway, take the ferry from Hood River to White Salmon, then 
travel up the White Salmon River to Guler, then up Morrison Creek 
to Morrison Creek Ranger Station, where the car can be left. From 
this point foot or pack trips can be made to the alpine parks and 
meadows about the mountain. Trout Lake, Bird Creek Meadows, 
and the ice caves are points of great interest and well worth seeing 
by everyone. 

Mount Baker, 10,750 feet high, occupies a position on the 
west slopes of the Cascades, immediately south of the Canadian 
border. It is at this point in the Cascades that the mountains 
reach their greatest development, spreading to a width of nearly 
one hundred miles. Here is a profound wilderness of stern and 
rugged mountains; here are narrow shoe-string valleys, flanked 
by deep slopes, naked spires and crags; here are glaciers indescrib- 
able in number and beauty. A scenic highway inaugurated by the 
Forest Service and the state of Washington is now being built from 
the little town of Glacier to the northeast eastward, and northward 
to Austin Pass, a region of surpassing beauty between Mount Baker 
and Mount Shuksan. The dense timber and jungles of the lower 
slopes give way here to the easily traveled alpine meadows and 
upland parks, with splendid camping places and inspiring views 
in every direction. To reach Glac‘er, the terminus of the automo- 
bile at present, take the Pacific Highway to Mount Vernon, Bell- 
ingham and on to Sumas. From Sumas drive over the Maple Falls 
road to Glacier. Pack horses and guides can be secured at Glacier 
for a trip to the mountain.

There is a paved highway all the way to Granite Falls from 
Seattle. Follow the Pacific Highway to Everett and then take the 
road that leads through Lake Stevens and Hartford. The falls is 
about a mile from the town of Granite Falls. The distance is 
fifty-two miles. A stop could be made at Lake Stevens where there 
is good fishing and where boats can be secured. There is also tent, 
cottage and hotel accommodations on the north shore of Lake 
Stevens. From Hartford the gas car takes one to Monte Cristo, 
one of the famous scenic spots of the west. There are several good 
mountain inns at this resort. Monte Cristo does not open until 
after the first of June. 


The trip to Granite Falls can easily be made from Seattle in 
one day and affords a splendid place to get away from the sun and 
into the quiet atmosphere of nature’s primeval forests. The song 
of the birds, the giant forests and sparkling waterfalls will entrance 
you.

Two large milk condensaries are 
located here and the surrounding territory to Mt. Vernon is recog- 
nized as one of the finest dairy sections in the West. 


ANACORTES—A cannery and sawmill city in Skagit County. 
There is much travel through Anacortes to the San Juan Islands. 
Ferries also run from Anacortes to Sidney. Anacortes is a city 
of 5,000 population, and is on an artery of the Pacific Highway. 


Important to Motorists Entering Canada 


Owners of motor cars are permitted to take their cars 
into Canada for thirty days without charge, delay or formal- 
ity, except for the obtaining of clearance permits from the 
American customs and the Canadian customs officials. 

When entering Canada go direct to the American Cus- 
toms and before receiving your American clearance permit 
you will be required to give the following information: 

1—The name of the manufacturer of your ear. 

2——Manufacturer’s number of your car. 

3—Engine number. 

4—License number. 

5—You may be asked for the number on your 
spare tire or tires. 

After receiving your clearance permit from the American 
Customs go to the Canadian Customs where you will be re- 
quired to furnish the same information and a Canadian clear- 
ance permit will be given you. 

Save both your permits, Canadian and American, until 
your return, when you will be required to return them to the 
Canadian and American custom officers. 

Cars entering Canada are subject to search by Canadian of- 
ficers, and cars returning from Canada are subject to search by 
American officers. 


It is well to remember that. it is against the law of the 
United States to bring back from Canada any liquor whatsoever.

Samish River—Highty-two miles from Seattle, in Skagit County. One 
of the best steelhead and trout streams in state. Take Pacific High- 
way to Mount Vernon. Paved road all the way. 

Sammamish Lake—Good catches are made at any time of the year. 
Most popular nearby lake, 9 miles long, only 15 miles from Seattle. 
Big trout, bass, silver trout, perch, sunfish and catfish. Fine lake 
for outing, with good accommodations, meals and boats. 

Sauk River—In Snohomish County, 89 miles from Seattle. A fine stream 
for large trout. The Sauk is closed for fishing from the forks, seven 
miles up. 

Skagit River—One of the largest rivers of the state. A glacial stream 
discolored during summer months. Good fishing for steelheads and 
dollies during early spring. One of best fly or bait streams after 
September 1. Best fishing from Rockport up. Take Pacific Highway 
to Sedro-Woolley.

Skokomish River—In Mason County, 100 miles from Seattle. Pacific 
Highway through Olympia and then to Shelton.
